pany of orders at A lexandria, Va., 
which caused the car* to be shifted 
back and forward until the patience of 
all was exhausted.

was all th at broke th e silence of th e 
nigh t. 
Th e click of th e single sounder 
fell musically on th e ear of th e lonely 
man, But h e was not alone. He < 11«I not 
feel isolated wh en h e knew th at out on 
th a t line were 25 wide awake men in 
instant reach aud u dozen trains all 
w ith in bis immediate touch . 
Th e dis­ 
patch er looked up ex pectantly as h e 
h eard th e operator at Muldrovv’s Moun­ 
tain call. It was probably th e same old 
question: 
“ Is 18 running tonigh t?” He opened 
h is key ai d answered th e call from th e 
m ountain station. 
“ Th ere s someth ing coming up th e 
h ill from th e north ,” ticked out th e 
sounder. 
A glance at th e train sh eet sh owed 
th e dispatch er th at th ere was not a 
train with in 25 miles of M uldrow ’«

th at an engine and caboose h ad disre­ 
garded h is red signal and passed ,-nutli 
at 8 :18 a. in., and th at no amount of 
arguing would make tin man ch ange 
h is stab ment. 
Attach ed to th is was a second t ie- 
graph ic report over th e ch ief train <lis- 
pat-eh er’s initial-, stating th at No. 22 
h ad been h eld at < lordelia Junction to 
aw ait th e wild engine reported as “ by 
M uldrow’s Mountain at 
8:18;’’ th at 22 
was delay ed 1 h our and 
8 5 minutes 
th ereby . 
Th is account ended with th e 
follow ing: “ Litch field operator h as seen 
noth ing of th e wild engine, and Leroy ’s 
gravel train ran from Cordelia Junction 
to Litch field and reports ‘no train or 
engine between th ese points.’ ” 
Th e second report was from th e con­ 
ductor of th e fast freigh t, No. 22, and 
briefly stated th at th ey were delay ed 1 
h our and 35 minutes at Cordelia Junc­ 
tion waiting for an ex tra, ligh t engine 
and caboose, wh ich passed th e Junction 
south at 4:45 with out w h istling sig­ 
nals. 
Th e report of th e station agent at 
Cordelia Junction said: “ Ex tra engine 
and caboose south by 4 :45 . Disregarded 
station signal and failed to w h istle rail­ 
road crossing.” 
Th e superintendent read th ese twice 
over carefully . Th en h o read th e m orn­ 
ing report from th e transportation de­ 
partment, and h e noted th at th ere were 
“ no ex tra trains,” and th at “ trains No. 
18 and 1(1 were annulled.” 
Th is, th en, was th e question th ut surg­ 
ed th rough th e superintendent's brain 
and 
th reatened to overwh elm 
h im: 
“ W h at was th e ligh t engine? Wh ence 
oame it and w h ith er h ad it gone?” 
Turning to h is clerk, JBelford said, 
“ Have th e crew of No. 22 come to my 
office as soon as th ey get- in.” 
Th en h e 
wrote out several telegrams th at were 
to set th e mach inery in motion for an 
immediate investigation. For trains to 
run over h is division with out orders 
and disregarding signals was a serious 
m atter—an alarming matter, in fact. 
A full statement from th e nigh t oper­ 
ators at Muldrow’s Mountain and Cor­ 
delia Junction and a talk with th e crew 
of 22 would probably clear it up. 
Th e transportation department knew 
noth ing more th an th e report by wire 
h ad sh own. 
Th e sole representative of 
th e motive power department wh o could 
th row any ligh t on th e case was th e en­ 
gineer of No 
22. 
None of 22’s orew was too well pleas­ 
ed at th e peremptory summons to ap­ 
pear “ on 
th e 
carpet. ’ 
Th ey were 
tired, sleepy and worn out, and it is not 
a pleasant th ing to be called up before 
th e h igli tribunal of railroad lit w ith ­ 
out knowing wh at ch arges are pi nding. 
An h our later found th e train crew, 
Master of Transportation Rainsford and 
Superintendent of Motive Power Small 
assembled in th e superintendent’s office. 
Th e two latter were at desks provided 
for th em, and th e investigation h ad be­ 
gun. 
Th e evidence of th e 
fireman 
aud 
brakeman was of no value, 
as th » y wore 
inside wh en th e w ild en g in e passed and 
saw noth ing of it. 
Conductor Blair’s 
statement was commonplace 
enough. 
He was h eld tor orders 
at Cordelia 
Junction and got a “ h old 
order” for 
an ex tra south , number of 
e u g iu e not 
given. Th e ex tra had delayed t!i*» ni and 
passed at 4:45 . 
T h ey w ere cm the “ Y ” 
waiting, and th e sw itch w as - >t t r tin 
main Hue. 
T h is closed h is statem en t, 
and h e was about to leave w h en ttie su­ 
perintendent said: “ Wait 
a minute. 
B lair; one more 
question. 
NVas th en 
uuv number on th e 
caboose or an yth in g 
y ou could identify it by ?” 
“ T btre w asn’t any number I could 


see, but. vome to th ink of it, th ere 
wasn’t ar r cupola on it. Th e side ligh ts 
were burning brigh t. 
I didn't see th e 
h eadligh t of th e engine.” 
Th e engineer's story was practically 
th e same. 
Th ey were too far down th e 
“ Y” from th e main track to see it 
plainly , but h e th ough t th e h eadligh t 
w as “ burning up. ” an ex pression wh ich 
means th at th e wick was turned too 
h igh and th e lamp smoking, so th at th e 
reflector was dull, th e glass blurred and 
th e h eadligh t rendered practically of 
no value. 
He could not for th is reason 
tell wh eth er th ere was a number on th e 
h eadligh t or not. Wh en asked as to any 
peeuliaritie« about th e engine, h e said 
th ough tfully : “ Sh e seemed to be foam­ 
ing or someth ing. Sh e w asn’t popping 
off, but sh e bad a m igh ty lot of steam 
about h er, as if sh e h ad a leaky steam 
ch est. Th ey didn’t wh istle signals, and 
1 pulled ray wh istle four tinms, but got 
no answer, aud th ey didn’t stop. About 
th e engine. I did notice sh e w asn’t a 
straigh t sh ot, ex tension front engine, 
but sh e h ad th e old sty le diamond stack. 
1 th ough t it migh t be one of th e old

Th is closed th e bearing, and wh en 
th e crew were gone th e officials began 
to confer. 
Th e two department repre­ 
sentatives admitted th at th ey were all 
at sea. 
A boy brough t in a bunch of 
telegrams at th is moment. Among th em 
were elaborated statements from th e 
two nigh t operators wh o h ad seen th e 
ligh t train, but noth ing of particular 
value was added. 
Th at ended th e evi­ 
dence. 
Noth ing more could be gained 
from any point. 
Th e th ree officials 
made a recapitulation of th e reports and 
statements, but th ey didn't seem to a r­ 
rive at any conclusion. No engine and 
caboose h ad left Termini, an engine and 
caboose h ad passed M uldrow ’s Moun­ 
tain and Cordelia Junction, and th ut 
was all. 
“ How long h ave y ou been on th is 
road?” asked Belford, turning sudden­ 
ly to th e superintendent of motive pow ­ 
er. 
“ Eigh t y ears th is sum m er,” replied 
.Small. 
“ Wh en were th e straigh t sh ot stack, 
ex tension front engines put on th is di­ 
vision?”

ch urned intu lacy foam on th e rocks bo- 
low. 
But h e was not th inking of th e 
water or th e rocks. 
Superintendent JBelford roused h im ­ 
self.

COOKING ACCID ENTS. 


Thing « T h a t A re G ood to K n o w In M o­ 
m e n ts o f E m e r g e n c y. 


“ A ccidents 
w ill 
h a p p en .” 
and in 
spite of the severe teaching that they 
happen only because of carelessness our 
sym pathies g o out to the victim s thereof. 
Iu no departm ent of the house are a c­ 
cidents so certain and so deplorable as 
iu the kitchen. W e cannot wonder that 
cooks are so often cross 
The m i't n ss g ives her orders late or 
alters them at the last moment, the 
tradespeople are late iu d elivering ; the 
tire is smoky, etc., w ith the result that 
flurry and a certain am ount of loss of 
temper on all sides end in num erous 
sm all accidents that still further jar the 
fam ily peace. 
But for most of these u n tim ely events 
some sort of rem edy is possible, and let 
us beg in w ith cooking accidents to see 
w hat m ay be done. 
Your potatoes m ay be overboiled till 
they are broken and w atery. 
R em ed y— Drain off all w ater possible. 
P u t them , still in the sauc* pan w ithou t 
the lid, over the fire and stir about w ell 
w ith a wooden spoon till the w ater has 
evaporated and they have become floury. 
Then see there are no lum ps left; add 
salt, pepper, a uice lum p of butter or 
dripping and a little milk. 
Mix and 
heat w ell and serve as m ashed potatoes. 
Or it m ay be that the boiled iish has 
suffered the same fate. 
R em ed y— Q uickly rem ove skin and 
bones, keeping 
the flesh iu as larg e 
flakes as possible. 
Make an eg g sauce precisely as you 
intended to do for the boiled fish. 
P ut 
the flakes into this and heat, but do not 
stir. 
A rrang e toast on a dish, sprinkle 
w ith chopped parsley, pour iu the lii-h 
and serve as a fricassee or as cusk a la 
creme, the latter being browned in the 
oven. 
Custards curdle from a m om ent’s too 
long contact with tlu^iire. 
Rem edy— To each pint of milk used 
in the custard allow two teaspoonfuls of 
cornstarch, mix w ith a little cold m ilk 
and strain the curdled custard into it. 
.Stir over the lire and let it boil; then 
add a beaten egg, sugar and flavoring to 
taste and takeoff the lire at once. Servo 
as orig inally intended, 
Mayonnaise sauce often insists upon 
curdling. 
No one can more than g uess 
why. 
When it happens, it is g enerally 
because the ingredients wore not cold 
enough or the oil was added too fast. 
R em ed y— T ike a fresh cold eg g , ch ill 
the old sauce, t a n add it drop by drop 
to the yolk of the fresh eg g . 
Stir one 
w ay all ta e tiniu. 
W h ite sauce or soup m ay be slig h tly 
discolored bv a soiled pan or spoon or 
by the burning of tin* flour used. 
R em ed y— Tu n it into a brown sauce 
by adding a li tie caram el or into a 
g reen one by 
using 
spinach juice, or 
you m ig ht add raw yolk s of eg g s u ntil 
it is chang ed to a golde n 
yellow . 
W hen brown soup* and sauces are 
pule and pasty looking , add more brow n­ 
ed flour 
stirred Smooth in w ater or 
caramel. 
Sauces are som etim es thin and “ ru n ­ 
n y” because the proportions have been 
m istaken, or they are too thick for the 
sam e reason. 
R em ed y— For thin sauces add ex tra 
flour m ix ed thin w ith m ilk or water. 
Add to the sauce and bring to a boil. 
For thick sauce add m ilk, little by li t ­ 
tle, u ntil the sauce is of the rig h t con­ 
sistency. 
When jelly or custard is turned from 
a mold, it sometimes breaks. 
Rem edy— Break into sm all bits, heap 
hig h in a g lass dish and pour around it 
whipped cream, with a border of lady 
fingers dipped in orange wine. 
If a m olded pudding is broken by 
sticking to the mold, repair if possible 
the broken bit and cover w ith a layer 
of w h ite of eg g s beaten to a sn ow and 
sw eetened and flavored. 
If it is too far g one for this, break it 
into bits— cover w ith the m ering u e and 
brown iu the oven. 
Decorate this m ass 
by a border of currant jelly. 
If pastry is burned, g rate off the b lack ­ 
ened crust, touch lig h tly w ith m ilk and 
w hite of egg, sprinkle w ith sug ar and 
brown again. 
When 
croquette mix tures are 
too 
w et to mold and shape, put in more 
chopped meat or lish, or in a desperate 
case finely pounded bread crumbs. 
When jelly is cloudy and clear soup 
is not clear, pour either one into a clean 
pan— scrupulously clean it m ust be— 
take the w h ites and sh ells of tw o eg g s, 
break the latter and beat into the fo r­ 
mer. Throw these into the pan and let 
all boil up tog ether 
Then cover, set to 
one side for live m in u tes aud str a in .—

To “ strike the flag ” is to lower the 
national colors in token o f submission.

A “ flag of truce” is a w hite flag d is­ 
played to an enemy to indicate a desire 
for a parley or consultation. 
The white flag is the sign of peace. 
After a battle parties from both sides 
oft**n go out to the field to rescue the 
wounded or bury the dead under the 
protection of a w hite flag. 
The red flag is a sign of defiance and 
is often used by revolutionists. 
In our 
service it is the mark of danger and 
shows a vessel to be receiving or dis­ 
charg ing her powder. 
The black flag is the sig n of piracy. 
The yellow flag shows a vessel to be at 
quarantine and is the sig n of contag ious 
disease. 
A flag at half mast m ean- 
m ourning . 
F ish in g and other vessels 
return w ith a flag at half m ast to a n ­ 
nounce the loss or death of home of th* 
men. 
D ipping a flag is low erin g it 
slig h tly and then h oisting it ag ain to 
salute a vessel or fort. 
If the president of the U nited States 
g oes afloat, the A m erican flag is earned 
in the bows of bis barge or hoisted at 
the main of the vessel on board c f 
which he Is.
